Borah Urges Aid to States 
For Old-Age Pension Systems 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—(P)— 
A strong plea for federal aid to the 
states in setting up old age pension 
systems was issued today by Sena- 
tor Borah in praising President 
Roosevelt’s promise to include this 


form of economic security in his gen- 
eral welfare program. 

“The president’s message greatly 
strengthens the cause of old age pen- 
sions,” said the republican independ- 
ent from Idaho. 

“Both from a humanitarian and 
economic view the government will 
be compelled to act,” he said. 

Just what kind of bill the presi- 
dent will suggest has not been dis- 
closed, but a survey conducted by 
the labor department during the 
summer indicated while state old age 
pension systems were on the increase, 
most were in need of federal aid. 
Only 13 of the 28 states and two 
territories having them at the end 
of 1933 were making payments to 
beneficiaries. 

Most of the pension states pay $25 
or $30 a month, when their tax reve- 
nues for the purpose enable them to 
do so, a small percentage of the 
$200 provided in the Townsend plan 
which has quite a few supporters in 
congress, especially among the new 
members. The administration opposes 
it, however. ' 
“After four years of depression, a 
large percentage of our elderly peo- 
ple have exhausted their means; 
their life savings are gone,” said Bo- 
rah, whose own state has a pension 
plan paying $25 a month. 

“It is too late for them to find a 
place in the industrial world. Even 
if industrial conditions were normal 
they could not find positions. 


“The states are at present wholly 
unprepared and many not able to pro- 
vide adequate pensions. Old age pen- 
sion legislation ought to be regarded 
as a definite part of our program. 
That is the logic of the president's 
message. 

Borah did not estimate the possible 
cost of this aid to the federal gov- 
ernment. But he feels government aid 
is doubly. essential, since the admin- 
istration is about to transfer back 
to the states and local charity re-. 
sponsibility for relief of 1,500,000 


“unemployables” estimated to be on 
the federal succor rolls.

VIENNA, Jan. 6—(UP)—Mon- 
archists tonight predicted the new 
Franco-Italian accord will permit the 
early return of Archduke Otto of 
Hapsburg to the Austrian throne. 

The monarchists were jubilant at 
the reports of the accord from Rome. 

The return of Otto and his eventual 
rise to the throne of his ancestors 
is regarded as purely a domestic af- 
fair, but threats from Czechoslovakia 
and Yugoslavia against such a move 
so far have prevented realization of 
the dreams of the monarchists. 

They feel now that once Yugosla- 
via and Czechoslovakia have signed 
the Rome treaty guaranteeing Aus- 
trian independence they could hard- 
ly justify use of force to prevent 
restoration of Otto’s Austrian citizen- 
ship, or even his ascent to the throne. 

Austrians generally. hail the Rome 
accord as favorable to her cause in 
general. They feel the pact, by out- 
lawing interference by others in her 
domestic affairs, gives Austria a bet- 
ter “big stick” to use. against Ger- 
man nazi propaganda, and against re- 
cent and even more effective com- 
munist propaganda sent into this 
country by emigres in Czechoslovakia.

NRA Consumers’ 
Holds Recovery Act Aims 
Are Frustrated. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
NRA’s consumers’ advisory board to- 
day recommended a considerable ex- 
tension of the government's power to 


prevent monopoly. 
In so doing, it advised serious con- 


sideration of proposals by the federal 
trade commission to stop concentra- 
tion of business in the hands of large 
corporations. 

The board made its report to the 
national industrial recovery board. 
which announced it had not yet had 
time for their formal consideration. 
It was said authoritatively, however, 
that some high NRA officials were 
sympathetic to the theories proposed. 

The consumers’ board report comes 
after the death of its recent chief. 
Mrs. Mary Rumsey, who often argued 
along these lines. Consumers’ repre- 
sentatives have complained about the 
neglect of their suggestions by the re- 
covery administration. 

The report recommended an inter- 
mediate program between one which 
would encourage monopoly and one 
which would stimulate unbridled com- 
petition, and suggested that the re- 
covery administration has not fol- 
lowed the purposes of the recovery 
act. It said the act was intended to 
„promote the fullest possible utiliza- 
tion of the present productive capaci- 
ty of industries, to avoid undue re- 
striction of production - + to in. 
crease the consumption of industrial 
and agricultural products . an 
to conserve natural resources. 

In many industries monopolistie 
control is notoriously present,“ the 
report said. 

“Competition had passed away long 
before the enactment of NIRA,” said 
the report. “It could not conceivably 
be resurrected by the reapplication of 
the anti-trust laws. Here these laws 
are impotent.” ; 

While further code experimentation 
is necessary in these industries, the 
report said, such codes “should outlaw 
monopolistic price practices, but they 
should be administered by authorties 
whose membership largely represented 
the public interest.”

The Democracy of 
Islam. . 
A man may be a prince, a grand 
vizir, or the wealthiest merchant in 
town—in the mosque he takes his place 
next to the humblest beggar. This is 
a remnant of the original equalitarian 
character of the Mohammedan religion. 
Outside the mosque, though, the class 
and caste lines are even more sharp- 
ly drawn than in Europe and Amer- 
ica. Even so, in the house of God 
earthly possessions do not count. Be- 
fore Allah all hedjahs (believers) are, 
in theory at least, equal. No ex- 
pensive front seats, no sculptured fam- 
ily pews, no parading up the aisle with 
pomp and circumstance by the locai 
prominenti. In the first place, there 
are neither seats, nor pews, conse- 
quently no aisles and no ushers. The 
believers line up in the way soldiers 
sometimes line up for parade, in long 
serried ranks facing the east. You 
take your place next to the last man 
who entered before you, be he the 
pasha or some leprous beggar. That 
is the system. 


When you visit a mosque in a real 
native section, I mean, not a half. 
Europeanized quarter (which is not 
as easy as it looks), you notice with 
astonishment that all men are dressed 
alike. Of course the one man’s clothes 
may be newer than his neighbor’s, but 
they are all of uniform design and 
made of the same material. All men 
wash their feet at the same fountain 
before entering. There is not one foun- 
tain for the rich and another for the 
But that is where the contrasts

Hygiene 
Of the East. 


The Mohammedan religion pre: 
scribes that a believer shall rinse his 
mouth and nostrils and wash his feet 
before entering a mosque. This is an 
excellent rule, especially in warm and 
dusty countries, like many of those 
old hygienic laws promulgated by that 
other great oriental, Moses. But in 
most fountain pools the water is stag- 
nant and you see men rinsing their 
mouths next to men holding their feet 
in the water and vigorously rubbing 
their fingers between their toes. 

Women are far from having an 
equal portion with men in public wor- 
ship. I have stood in mosques jam- 
med to the remotest corners with men, 
and not a single woman in sight. 
They were there all right. but they 
were hidden from view, upstairs in the 
galleries behind thick screens. Women 
may neither be seen nor heard so as 
not to divert the attention of the men 
from the higher things. This curious 
discrimination against women. this 
placing woman on an inferior level is 
not distinctively Mohammedan. It is 
oriental. In old-fashioned synagogues 
the same rules prevail—even in Amer- 
ica. And... in the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre of Jerusalem, one of 
the most significant basilica of Chris- 
tendom. where nearly all the great 
Christian communions are represented, 
women must also stay up in the gal- 
leries during important services.

The Tennessee assembly, convening 
tomorrow, finds Governor Hill Me- 
Alister putting his foot down on any 
modification of the bone dry law but 
they’re talking about a sales tax. 

In South Carolina the big ques- 
tion is what to do about whisky. The 
legislature meets at Columbia Tues- 
day. This state isn’t worrying about 
the sales tax and there is little ex- 
pectancy of drastic changes ih tax

The Tennessee sales tax proposi- 
tion is to raise $14,000,000 annually. 
through a 3 per cent levy, part of 
which would be used for relief.

The plane, the Sirius, had sighted 
the drifting lifeboats about a mile 
north ‘of the Havana. 

First intimation that the 416-foot, 
four-deck liner was in trouble came 
about 4:30 a. m., when she notified 
Jacksonville that she had “touched” 


the reef and asked the coast guard 


to stand by. 

At 7:03 a. m. she suddenly began 
flashing the dramatic three dots, three 
dashes, three dots—the SOS.

opened with prayers by the official 
chaplains, of whom there is one in 
the -regular establishment of each 
house. These prayers are the official] 
supplications of the United States gov- 
ernment. They are paid for by the 
taxpayers and published in the record, 
which thus stands as lega! proof thut 
the legislative branch of the natioa 
has not missed daily prayers. In the 
legal meaning of the term, “Day” is 
a long, long time. Perhaps the states- 
men have never missed their official 
‘prayers on any legislative day since 
the government was ounded. The rec- 
ord would show it and, in case of any 
dispute, the record would have to be 
accepted. 3 

However, there is an interesting dis- 
tinction between an official legislative 
day and an ordinary 24-hour day. 
An official day in the senate or house 
of representatives may last as long 
as a month, or conceivably, a year 


and frequently does last for many or- 
dinary days. If the members decide 
not to adjourn at the end of the day’s 
deliberations under divine guidance 
ut take a recess instead, their nest 
meeting is deemed to be merely a re- 
sumption of the last previous one. The 
original invocation is held to cover 
the requirements of the case. In this 
manner, the statesmen may prolong 
a day indefinitely and may claim with 
absolute parliamentary authority tha‘ 
they addressed themselves to their 
Creator this very day, though a week 
ago.

Apparatus Measuring X-Ray Effect 
Found To Aid Cancer Treatment 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—(P)—A 
new aid to the treatment of deep- 
seated cancers and other ailments with 
high-voltage X-rays and radium rays, 
which shows for the first time how 
many atoms in the body will be af- 
fected by the riadiation, was an- 
Dauneed today by the national bureau 
of standards. 

It consists of an apparatus which 
enables scientists to measure the ef- 
fect that X-rays and radium rays 
have after penetrating human body 
tissues, as accurately as though the 
measuring deviee actually were put 
inside the body of a patient. The 
gauge has been developed by Lauris- 
ton 8. Taylor and F. L. Mohler. 

Its chief advantage is that it will 
enable physicians to compare the 
relative effects of high-voltage X-rays 
and radium rays at various depths 
within the body. This has been im- 
possible before, though both treat- 
ments are used in cancer. 

In some cases X-rays are more ef- 
ficient than radium in treating deep- 
seated disease, and sometimes vice 
versa, but doctors usually have been 
unable to decide which was best to 
use in, various types of cases, because 
they did not know the effect of one 
as compared to the other. 

The instrument developed at the 
bureau of standards to overcome this 
handicap is used in conjunetion with 
a new kind of artificial “human 
body.” This is a liquid in which the 
atoms react to the passage of X-rays 
and radum rays in exactly the same 
wavy as in human tissue. 

By immersing the measuring instru- 
ments in the liquid, it is possible 
to measure accurately the effects of 
the rays after they have penetrated 
any desired thickness of the “body.” 
The fluid consists of a mixture of 
carbon hisulphide, tetrahydronaphtha- 
lene and ligroin. 

To get an accurate idea of how ef- 
fective the rays will be in treating the 
diseased spot, it is necessary to know

Coal Train Wrecked 
By Illinois Dynamiters 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 6—(?) 
A dozen cars in a Chicago (III.) Mid- 
land train were plunged into a ravine 
north of here early today as a dyna- 
mited trestle crumbled under them. 

Sheriff Luke Gaule said the blast 
was apparently. touched off by pro- 
fessional bombers. It varied in tech- 
nique from the four or five recent 
similar bombings of coal cars which 
have been attributed to an inter- 
union vendetta among coal miners. 

In the absence of statements by 
railroad officials, Sheriff Gaule pre- 
dicted the damage would total “at 
least $30,000.” None of the train 
crew was injured in the blast and 
resultant wreckage, and at a late hour 
tonight no arrests had been made. 

The blast, which shook houses in 
Cantrall, completely demolished the 
50-foot span. Deputy sheriffs said the 
bombers had apparently rigged up an 
ingenious mechanism on the trestle 
which permitted the weight of the 
train to touch off the dynamite. 

No arrests have been made thus 
far in the recent series of bombings.

Is Sponsored by Garden Center 


The broadleaf.evergreen display at 
the garden center at Rich's, Inc., in- 
cludes practically every type broad- 
leaf evergreen which may be satisfac- 
torily grown in Atlanta and vicinity. 
Each variety and type is marked ac- 
cording to the botanical and common 
name. Information is furnished con- 
cerning each exhibit. Evergreen shrubs 
are desirable because of the perma- 
neney and grace. All of the various 
species and types on exhibit are 
grown in Atlanta. 

Information regarding some of -the 
evergreens on display is as follows: 
Viburnum rhytido phylum (viburnum 


leatherleaf) is hardy as far north 
as Philadelphia. The red berries which 
follow the flowers change to black. 
The pyracantha yunanensis (yunan 
firethorn) was recently introduced 
from Asia. It has bright red-coral ber- 
ries. Acuba japonica aurea maculata 
(gold dust aucuba) has the leaves 
flecked with gold so that they look as 
if they had been sprinkled with gold 
dust. Illieum anisatum (anisetree) has 


the back. When the leaves are broken 
they have the fragrance of anise seed. 
Michelia fuscata (banana shrub) has 
a banana-like fragrance and is not 
hardy north of Atlanta.
